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WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—While the 


leaders prepared for tho contest over 
war profits taxation, the senate today 
began consideration o£ the postage sec- 
tions of tho war tax bill with debate 
on profits dispute set for 
Wednesday. 


Increasing contention gave little prom- 
ise of sending the bill-to conference be- 
fore next week. 


War taxation 
o£ 
newspapers and 


magazine publishers was the1 principal 
subject of today's debate. 


Senators Hardwlck : of Georgia and 


McKcllar of Tennessee were prominent 
In the opening debate on the postage 
taxes. Both championed substitutes for 
tho finance committee's 
amendment 


providing for a special tax of 5 per 
cent, on publishers' net incomes ex- 
ceeding J4000 annually, and increase' 
of second class mail rates from one 
to one and a quarter cents a pound. 
The committee provision was written 
as a substitute for the house zone sys- 
tem Increase of second class rates, de- 
nounced by virtually all publishers. 
Under the committee's plan 57,500,000 
in revenue would be obtained 
from 
publishers' incomes and $3,000.000 from 
the one-quarter cent a pound postage 
increase. 
From the one cent increase 


on letters $50,000,0,00 revenue is esti- 
mated. 
• 
Senator Hardwick advocated a sub- 


stitute, endorsed by the. postofflce de- 
partment, proposing to maintain tl-.e 
present cent a pound rate on news 


portions of publications, but increas- 
ing', by graduation from three to eisht 
cents a pound the second class rate on 
proportions devotej 10 advertising. He 
cited that 550,000,000 annually is lost 
by the government in carrying bulky 
second class matter, mostly magazines, 
filled with advertising at tho one cent 
mail rate. 
Senator McKellar's substitute is fcr 


a modified zone increase system, leav- 
ing present rates within a radius ol 
oOO miles, 
the 
average 
circulation 
ran^e of newspapers, to reach maga- 
zines and other periodicals circulating 
usually over wirier territory. 
Repre- 
sentatives of newspaper interests are 
giving it (heir support. 
The finance committee met today and 


discussed measures in behalf of the 
majority's revision, levying- $562.000,- 
000, or about 20 per cent, on this yeai''a 
war proiits.

and the naval reserve force, during the 
past four and a half months, only 22s2 
of these articles were- left for distribu- 
tion the' flrst of August, and continued 
calls for further equipment aro rapidly 
exhausting this supply. 


Fall and winter will soon increase the 


exposure and hardships 
of the 
men 


aboard our warships and patrol boats, 
and this means that .the women 
of 


northern New England must make even 
greater effort to.insure the comfort and 
protection of the sailors who go out 
±rom the ports of the first naval dis- 
trict for their arduous duties In defense 
of the nation.' To increase the work be- 
yond Its present volume, money is need- 
ed immedately for the purchase of wool 
and other supplies, and tho committee 
of women who are directing the navy 
knitting service in New England are 
urging both men and women to assist 
in financing the work. The most effec- 
tive way to help is to pledge deiinite 
amounts to be paid at regular intervals. 
The 
figures 
which 
summarize 
the work already accomplished are talc- 
en from a report Just completed by 
Mrs". William R. Bush, wife o£ com- 
mandant of the first naval district, with 
headquarters at the Boston Navy yard. 
Mrs. Rush is in charge of the distrib- 
uting station of the knitting service, at 
the Navy yard, and is a member of tho 
committee of Massachusetts 
Woman's 
Auxiliary of tho Navy League, which 
has the direction of tho knitting ser- 
vice in the first naval district, stretch- 
ing from "Eastport, Mo., to Chatham, 
Mass., and including the states of Mas- 
sachusetts, Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont. All the money contributed to 
this committee, of which Mrs. Gardiner 
Hall of Boston, is chairman, is expended 
In tho first naval district, and practi- 
oally.all the articles supplied are dis- 
tributed to men on duty in the district, 
or aboard ships leaving posts of the 
district. 
Mrs. Rush reports that sho received 


up to tho flrst of August. 34,486 arti- 
cles, and gave out 32,334, leaving a 
balance at that time o£ 2252 articles. 
•These articles include, sweaters, hel- 
mets, 
mufflers, 
wristers, 
mitts and 
socks, all knitted by women Jn the first 
naval- district, comfort bags and sew- 
ing kits with their equipment, wash 
cloths, handkerchiefs, comfort shoes, 
abdominal 
bands, 
under 
garments, 
-watch caps, soap, rubber boots, oilskins 
and writing and 
smoking 
materials. 


Six doKen comfort kits' were made up 
in July, and $650 lias been spent for 
oilskins, all of which have been given 
out and are in use by the men.

This headquarters is in charge of Mrs. 
J. Ij. Richards of the Woman's Auxil- 
iary committee. It \s tho main dintrl- 
tauling1 center of materials- for 
tho 
work. The wool is Deceived there .by 
the bale and knitting needles aro -kept 
In stock together with printed instruc- 
tions for making1 tho various articles. 
Hundreds of branch centres for the 
work have been established in the cities 
and towns of Massachusetts, llaine and' 
New Hampshire. 
All the articles made are forwarded 


to Mrs. Ruoh, at the distributing station 
in the Boston Navy yard, and aro giv- 
en by Mrs. Rush to tho sailors. 


"Tho stock room at the distributing 
station is open each morning from It) 
to 12," says Mrs. Rush, "for distribut- 
ing goods to individuals desiring them. 
The boys all know of this and thosw 
desiring any of tho articles we have 
on hand obtain them by applying ai 
the enrolling olilce 
for a requisition. 


They bring this paper to us, and wo 
lit them out as fully as their details 
require. If a man is stationed In the 
yard for an indefinite period, we con- 
sider that ho has no need for woolen 
socks, etc. 
When these same inei. are 
assigned to ships that are leaving they 
are privileged to return and secure the 
balance of their equipment. If, on the 
other hand, a man is leaving at once 
on a ship for active duty, he is equipped 
with the regular outfit—sweater, muf- 
fler, •wristers, socks, helmet and sewing 
kit, and anything else of which he Is in 
need that we happen to have on hand. 


After receiving his articles, the man 
is asked to sign, his requisition with 
his name and location. 
There is no 
favoritism displayed; we consider not 
the man but his need." 
There are from 20 to 60 men out- 


fitted daily, this work being done by 
Mrs. Hush with the assistance of a sec- 
retary and two sailor boys. 
Besides the outfits 
given 
individual 
sailors, consignments of articles have 
been supplied a large number oi va- 
rious classes of United 
States navy 
ships whose names 
cannot 
be men- 


tioned.. One hundred each of sweaters, 
mufflers, wristurs, helmets, and socks 
were forwarded to a 71. S. ship at an At- 
lantic port outside the first naval dis- 
trict al the request of the Portsmouth, 
N. II. yard, and more than 1000 ar- 
ticles have been supplied the receiv- 
ing ship at Commonwealth, Pier, Bun- 
ton.Frequently 
the Woman's 
Auxlliaiy 
lias been called upon to supply com- 
fort equipment for men at a moment's 
notice, and has been able in eacn case 
to meet the request. 
That the men are grateful for the 
work being done is shown by letters 
of thanks received by the Woman's Aux- 
iliary committee from the sailors oE 
ships whoso crews received equipment. 
"The efficiency of our men is in di- 
rect proportion to their comfort, and 
in thus making them comfortable you 
are contributing to the efficiency of 
the navy," one 
officer 
wrote 
before 
sailing. "It was a happy day on board 
out boat when your package of sweat- 
ers, 
helmets and wristers came. 
I 
thank you for the crew," wrote an- 
other officer. 
"Please tell 
them (the 
women)" wrote a third, "that tho.ir ef- 
forts in this direction are 
far 
from 
wasted, for the increased comfort thus 
given means increased efficiency."

Savo Irish potatoes by storing them in 


a room In tho cellar, or In an outdoor 
storage bank or pit. 


When stored In cellars, the potatoes 


may bo put Into barrels, boxes, baskets, 
crates, bins, or on tho floor, but must 
be protected from the light. 


Select a well-drained location, make 


a shallow excavation about 6 inches 
deep, line It with straw, hay, leaves, or 
similar material, and placo the pota- 
toes in a conical pile on tho lining. 
Make tho bottom of tho pile ahput tho 
same size an, hut not larger than, tho 
bottom of tho excavation. 


Cover tho potatoes with the same 


material as that used for lining tho 
bottom of the pit and carry it up sev- 
eral inches above the apex of the pile 
of vegetables, having it extend through 
tho dirt covering. 
This serves as a 


ventilating Hue, and It should be cov- 
ered with a piece of tin or a short 
board as a protection from rain. 


Tho dirt covering should bo 2 or 3 


Inches thick when tho vegetables aro 
stored, and it should bo Increased as 
severely cold weather approaches until 
it is a foot or more in thickness, or 
sufficient to protect from freezing. In 
tlnlshing the pit, the 
dirt 
should bo 
firmed with the back of the shovel in 
order to make it as nearly waterproof 
as possible. 
The shallow tronch around tho base 


of the pit should have an outlet for . 
carrying oft tho water. 
Supplement' 
the dirt overing with manure, straw, 
corn fodder, or other protective ma- - 
terial.

Says Crocker Land Proved 


to Be a Mirage—Hopes to 
Go Back Soon 


SYDNEY, N. S., Aug. 27.—Donald B. 


MacMillan's Arctic exploration expedi- 
tion arrived here last night on the re- 
lief steamer Neptune, after four years 
spent in the polar regions. 


JlaoMillan, ivho was one of Bear 


Admiral Peary's 
lieutenants on his 


successful dash for the 
North pole, 


confirmed 
previous despatches 
from 


him that there was no Crocker's Land, 
such as had been reported by Peary. 
Peary's -mistake was due to a mirage 
so real that the MacMillan party had 
been deceived by it for four days, he 
said. 
The first, objective of the MacMillan 


expedition, which was organized un- 
der the auspices of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History and the Amer- 
ican Geographical society, with the co- 
operation of the University of Illinois, 
was to prove or disprove the existence 
of Peary's Crocker Land, which has 
been a. source of dispute among- geog- 
raphers and scientists. 
The next pur- 
pose of the expedition was to conduct 
a survey of the Greenland 
ice cap. 
While MacMillan did not deny that he 
had mada some discoveries, ho was re- 
ticent concerning them, saying lie is 
under orders to report to the Museum 
of Natural History in New York. 
In Good Hcaltli 


"We had good luck," MacMillan said 


"Provisions were plentiful and thero 
was plenty of game anil eggs to be 
eecured, but I, am glad Bartletl in 
.command of the relief expedition) cams 
along. 
We were getting pretty low 
and might not have lasted another 
winter." 
Touching on Crocker Land, MacMil- 


lan said: 
"Peary was deceived by a mirage, 


due to layers of air at different den- 
sities suspended 
close 
to 
the ice. 
Peary sighted this supposed land from 
a cliff 1400 feet high. 
Y\'e mounted 


the samo cliff and for four days were 
deceived. Finally when the sun shift- 
ed it was no longer there. It was but 
a mirage, but so clear that you could 
see green hills covered with vegeta- 
tion rising high above the water. 
Jt, 


was supposed to be 120 miles north- 
west from Cape Thomas Hubbard, but 
wo sailed 151 miles northwest, passing

"It was a wonderful mirage. 
It ds- 


coivefl the whole party, 
and 
Small 
(Jonathan C. Small, mechanic, and gen- 
oral aid) insisted for a long time .that 
Crocker Land was somewhere near, 
but finally we had ts'admlt that Peary 
was mistaken. 
Don't think, however, 


that Peary waa faking. It would de- 
ceive any man, no matter who ho was. 
The expedition was carried through 


without the loss of a man and despite 
disaster at the very start. 
The ex- 


plorers left North Sydney in July, 1913, 
on the 
steamer 
Diana, 
hut 
were 
wrecked on Borges point on the Labra- 
dor coast. 
Nothing daunted, _ the_ ex- 


plorers returned 
to St. ohn's, I>. r.. 
and were transferred to the steamei 
Enic which landed the party at their 
base, Etah, on Aug. 20. 
Snn'nrcil Hardship* 


"We had some hardships, of course, 


due to the cold, but we had no sick- 
ness whatever." said MacMillan. "The 
only thing that saved us from scurvy 
was our fresh meat supply. The men 
always got fresh meat until near tho 
last, when Small and I lived on dog 
biscuits and duck eggs. 
I tell yuu. 
Bartlett was welcomed by us. 
T\ nen 
Bob arrived Small and I were the only 
two members of tho expedition at Etah. 
Wo were living with Eskimos and had 
planned to stay all winter with them, 
but o tnste of real bread was certain- 
ly welcome after eating dog biscuit 
for two or three months. 
"Eskimos had brought us word that 
war was on. but we knew practically 
nothing about it until Bartlett arrived 
with papers and put an end to the ar- 
gument Small and I had been havms 
on whether the Germans had reached

Kovey of the 
American Museum of Natural History 
had started in the steamer Danmark 
from Disco island, oft the southerly 
coast of Greenland, in an unsuccessful 
pttcmpt to relieve the MacMillan ex- 
pedition, for which anxiety had been 
felt " The Danmark stuck fast in an 
ice 'field in North Star bay, however, 
and had to put back to Disco. 
Capt. Bnrtleti's Story 


"People said I would meet the fate 


of the Danmark," said Capt. Bartlett 
last night, "but I had too much reli- 
ance in the Neptune, the queen of the 
sailing fleet, to believe them. At the 
same time, in all my trips with Peary 
I have never seen such heavy ice. 1 
did not spare the ship, however. 
We 
smashed through the heavy ice of Mel- 
ville hay and passed the 
Danmark 


stuck fast in an ice field in North btar 
bay 
At Disco we made a three-hour 


Btay and effected some repairs. 
Fi- 


nally we reached Etah and after a hard 
passage, got MacMillan and his party 
and. after staying four days, started 
back. Ice was as bad as over and we 
were forced to turn back several times. 
"Eventually we had to go around WIi- 
ron Home sound to Herbert island and 
work down the coast closely, down Par- 
ry sound, across Melville hay to Devil's 
Thumb. We did not see the Danmark on 
the return and got into Disco on Aug. 
17, just escaping a terrific hurricane, 
The rest of tho trip until we dropped 
anchor here was uneventful. The trip 
up took us 20 days and the home voy- 
age four days less.

The Neptune bears out Capt. Bart- 
letfs story of unprecedented conditions. 
Her bows are stove in. her stem is 
split and she is leaking badly. She has 
a cargo of skins, scientific specimens

which has been working industriously 
for four years. 
MacMillan greeted a newspaper man 


on her decks clad in the rough shoes 
used in "packing" over the ice, flannel 
shirt and seal cap.

years ago he had with him W. Elmer 
Ekblaw of the University of Illinois as 
geologist and bottanist; Professor Mau-

of Missouri, engineer and physicist of 
the expedition; Jerome Lee Allen, wire- 
less operator, and Jonathan C. Small of 
Provincetown, ilasa., mechanic and gen- 
eral aid.

with MacMillan during

great neutral markets of South and 
Central America, Spain and the Near 
East as well as neighboring countries, 
are disclosed ^In a report just made 
available to American business by the 
bureau of foreign, and domestic com- 
merce, written by 
Chauncey D. Snow 


after a thorough 
Investigation 
and 


study. 
Mr. Snow was in Germany 


investigating* 
industrial 
conditions 


when the war broke out. 


"Writers in the German press," says 
Mr. Snow, "at this time acknowledge 
that there is bound to be a prejudice 
against German products in the mar- 
kets of the countries now hostile to 
Germany. 
With 
an 
assured com- 
mercial hostility In such vast mar- 
kets, it is obvious that German export 
trade must make the most 
of 
the 
few remaining neutral ;narkcts. 
In 
tho great neutral markets of South 
and Central America—in which Amer- 
ican exporters are more than ever di- 
rectly interested—in Spain, 
and 
in 
other countries not actively involved 
in hostilities, German competition af- 
ter the war will be particularly se- 
vere. 
At the present 
time 
German 
over-sea commerce is reduced to prac- 
tically nothing. 
The German export 
ers, however, are endeavoring to keep 
in touch with thoir foreign markets 
and are doing everything they can to 
preserve their good 
will 
in 
those 
markets. 
In the neutral countries of 
Scandinavia, 
tho 
Netherlands, 
and 
Switzerland, Germany has continued 
to do a considerable export business. 
Manufacturers in some lines, since the 
outbreak of the war, have paid spe- 
cial attention to these countries and 
have actually won a larger share of 
the trade than they had before, be- 
cause of the difficulties those coun- 
tries have had in obtaining ample, 
prompt and regular shipments by wa- 
:er."German

are 
already 
planning 
campaigns

their business in the Near East. Some 
of the German 
writers 
on 
foreign

350. surgeons elected by the Fellows 
of the American College of Surgeons 
from the various states is to be held 
in Chicago. Oct. 19 and 20. The pur- 
pose of the meeting is to lay out a 
practical and working plan for tho 
standardization of tho hospitals of this 
continent. It is to define what right 
hospital standards are, 
moral 
and 


scientific, and to determine how to pui 
them more widely into effect. 


Massachusetts surgeons 
elected to 


the conference are Dr. Edward H. Brad- 
ford. Dr. Charles li. Painter, Dr. John 
T. Bottomley, Dr. Ernest A. Codman, 
Dr. Harvey Cushing, Dr. Lincoln Davis, 
Dr. Fred B. Lund, Dr. Walter B. Lan- 
caster, Boston; Dr. Philemon B. Trues- 
dale, Fall River; 
Dr. 
Homer Gage. 
Worcester; Dr. Ralph H. Seelye, Spring- 
field. 
The aim of the standardization is for 
the better welfare of patients. 
These 
are questions to be answered: 
How 
can the profession of medicine pro- 
vide through hospitals the best scien- 
tific care to patients at a minimum 
cost? In what hospitals Is competent 
and honest service provided for all pa- 
tients? 


The investigation will extend over a 
period of at least ten years. 
It will 
deal with such practical problems us 
tho unnecessary surgical operation, the 
Incompetent surgical operation, the di- 
vision of fees, the training of nurses 
and of internes, the equipment and uso 
of clinical laboratories, and the keep- 
ing of case-records. 
As the Investigation proceeds, tho 
college will publish from time to time 
reports of Its work for wide distribu- 
tion. It will also publish lists of hos- 
pitals which are entitled to the confi- 
dence and good will of the public. Hos- 
pitals which are placed upon these lists 
are those in which all patients are giv- 
en thorough, competent and honest ser- 
vice. The investigation is backed by 
more than $600,000 contributed by the 
Fellows. 


During tho past year a general sur- 
vey of existing conditions in hospitals 
has been made. 
In this survey two 
significant facts developed: First, most 
hospitals are conscious of their de- 
ficiencies; second, most hospitals arc 
striving to meet their deficiencies. The 
purpose of the college now is not to 
Injuro this progress. 
It is rather to 
present to each hospital and Its com- 
munity the clearest practical conclu- 
sions which a nation-wide investiga- 
tion may develop. It is to save life, 
to prolong life, to make for human 
happiness. 
It is to make all hospitals 
first-class. Hospital associations, med- 
ical societies, and hospital trustees have 
met the project with hearty co-opera- 
tion.

Reports just compiled by the Kail- 
roads' war board indicate nationwide 
co-operation on the parl of Ihe ship- 
iers in Ihe railroads'

:nake better use of existing freight 
cars in order to be able the better 
.o provide the Increased amount of 
freight service which the necessities 


the war have called for. 


The reports which come from rail- 
roads, shippers and shippers' associa- 
tions in all parts of the country show 
that practically every commodity from 
coal and steel to food products, 
is 
oeinjr loaded in a way to eliminate 
waste space in the cars and thereby 
increase the number o£ cars available 
for shippers. 
It is estimated from these reports 
that during the month of July savings 
in space were eft'ected by the shippers 
which Increased the number of cars 
available for freight trafllc by practi- 
:ally 120,000. 
Some conception of the efforts which 
the shippers are making to help the 
railroads in their .campaign to increase 
transportation efficiency and release 
cars that are essential to take care of 
the increased government ancl com- 
mercial traflic, may be gleaned from 
the following facts taken from the-re- 
ports sent to the commission on car 
service from various parts of the coun- 
try:In New Orleans, sugar, which was 
formerly loaded to only fifty per cent 
of the capacity of the cars, is now

The loading of coffee has also in- 
creased in the New Orleans district 
from fifty per cent of tho full capacity 
of the cars to as high as eighty-six 
per cent.

KEEP WINTER APPLES 


Winter apples may he kept in th 


storage room in the basement of th 
liouso, in outdoor storage cellars, o 
in banks or jilts. 
Conditions suitabl< 


for the keeping 
of 
potatoes answer 


"airly well fo.r apples. 
They demand 


cool temperatures; in fact, they may 
jo kept near tho freezing point, with- 
out ininr-y. 


When'stored in tbe 'basement of the 
louse, they should be kept in barrels 
joxe.s or crates, and placed near a 
window.

to Be a Mirage—Hopes to 
Go Back Soon 


SSDNEY, N. S., Aug. 27.—Donald B 


MacMillan's Arctic exploration exped 
tlon arrived here last night on the re 
lief steamer IsTeptune, after four yea 
spent in the polar regions. 


MacMillan, who was one of Kea 


Admiral Peary's 
lieutenants on h 


successful da.-jh . for the 
North pol 


confirmed 
previous 
despatches 
fror 


him that there was no Crocker's L,an 
such as had been reported by Pear 
Peary's mistake was due to a rnirag 
so real that tho MacMillfin party ha 
been deceived by it for four days, h 
said. 


. 
' The first objective of the MaoMilla 
expedition, which was organized tin 
dor the auspices of the American Mi 
seum of Natural History and the Amer 
lean Geographical society, with the co 
operation of the University of Illlnoi 
was to prove or disprov7- the existenc 
of Peary's Crocker Land, which ha 
been a source of dispute among g e _ 
raphers and scientists. 
The next pur 
pose of the expedition was to conduc 
a survey of the Greenland 
ice oa] 
While MacMillan did not deny that h 
had made some discoveries, he was re 
tlcent concerning them, saying he 
under orders to report to the Museu 
of Natural History in New York. 
In Good Health 


"We had good luck." MacMillan said 
"Provisions were plentiful and then 
was plenty of game and oggs to hi 
secured, but I am glad Bartlett in 
command of the relief expedition) earn, 
along. 
We were getting pretty- lov 
and might not have lasted aiiothe. 
winter." 


Touching on Crocker Land, MacMil 
Ian said: 
"Feary was deceived by a mirage 
due to layers of air at different fien 
sities suspended 
close 
to 
the 
ice 
Peary sighted this supposed land from 
a cliff 1400 feet high. 
"\Ve mounted 
the same cliff and for four days were 
deceived. Finally when the sun shift- 
ed it was no longer there. It was but 
a mirage, but so clear that you coulc 
see green hills covered with vegeta- 
tion rising high above the water. 
It 


was supposed to be 120 miles north- 
west from Cape Thomas Hubbard. but 
we sailed 151 miles northwest, passing

over tho supposed Crocker Land. 
"It W»B a wonderful mirage. 
It de- 


ceived the whole party, 
ami 
Small 
(Jonathan C. Small, mechanic and gen- 
eral aid) insisted for a long time that 
Crocker Land was somewhere near, 
but finally we had ts admit that Peary 
was mistaken. Don't think, however, 
that Peary was faking. It would de- 
ceive any man, no matter who he was." 
The expedition was carried through 
without the loss of a man a.nd despite 
disaster, at tho very start. 
Tho ex- 
plorers left North Sydney In July, 1913, 
on the steamer 
Diana, 
but 
wero 
wrecked on Borges point on the Labra- 
dor coast. 
Nothing daunted, the ex- 
plorers returned 
to St. ohn's, N. F., 
and were transferred to the steamer 
Enic, which landed the party at their 
base, Etah, on Aug. 20. 


Suffered Hardships 


'"We had some hardships, of course, 


due to the cold, but we had no sick- 
ness whatever," said MacMillan. "The 
only thing that saved UB from scurvy 
was our fresh meat supply. The men 
always got fresh meat until near the 
last, when Smalr and I lived on dog 
biscuits and duck eggs. 
I tell yuu. 
Bartlett was welcomed by us. When 
Bob arrived Small and I wero the only 
two members of the expedition at Etah. 
We were living with Eskimos and had 
planned to stay all winter with them, 
but a taste of real bread was certain- 
ly welcome after eating dog biscuit 
for two or three months. 
"Eskimos had brought us word that 
war was on, but we knew practically 
nothing about it until Bartlett arrived 
with papers and put an end to the ar- 
gument Small and I had been having 
on whether the Germans had reached 
Taris." 
The relief of MacMillan and Small by 
Capt. Ttobert Bartlett in the sealing 
steamer Neptune enhances the reputa- 
tion Bartlett enjoyed as one of the 
foremost Arctic 
navigators. 
He left St. John's, N. F., four days 


aftc.r Dr. Edmund O. Hnvey of the 
American Museum of Natural History 
had started in the steamer Danmark 
from Disco Island, off the southerly 
coast of Greenland, in an unsuccessful 
attempt to relieve the MacMillan ex- 
pedition, for which anxiety ,had been 
fftlt. 
The Danmark stuck fast in an 
ice field in North Star bay, however, 
and had to put back to Disco. 
Capt. Bnrtlctt'K Story 


"People said I would meet the fate 


of the Danmark,"'said Capt. Bartlett 
last night, "but I had too much reli- 
ance in the Neptune, the queen of the 


iling fleet, to believe them. At the 


same time, in all my trips with Peary 
I have never seen such heavy ice. I 
did not spare the ship, however. We 
smashed through the heavy ice of Mel- 
ville bay and passed the 
Danmark 
stuck fast in an ice field in North Star 
bay. 
At Disco wo made a three-hour 
stay and effected some repairs. 
Fi- 
nally we reached Etah and after a hard 
passage, got MacMillan and his party 
ind. after staying four days, started 
jack. Ice was as bad as ever and we 
wero forced to turn back several times, 
"Eventually we had to go around Wii- 
on Home sound to Herbert island and 
vork down the coast closely, down Par- 
y sound, across Melville bay to Devil's 
:'humb. We did not see the Danmark on 
he return and got into Disco on Aug. 
7, just escaping a. terrific hurricane. 
The rest of the trip until we dropped 
.nchor here was uneventful: The trip 
ip took us 26 days and tho home voy- 
go four days less.

The aims of Germany to capture the 
great neutral markets of South and 
Central America, Spain and the Near 
East as well as neighboring countries, 
are disclosed in a report just made 
available to American business by the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce, written by 
Chauncey D. Snow 


after a thorough 
Investigation 
and 
study. 
Mr. Snow was in Germany 


investigating 
Industrial 
conditions 
when the war broke out. 


"Writers in the German press." says 
Mr. bnow, "at this time acknowledge 
that there Is bound to be a prejudice 
against German products in the mar- 
Kets of the countries now hostile to 
Germany. 
With 
an 
assured com- 
mercial hostility in such vast mar- 
kets, it is obvious that Gorman export 
trade must make the most 
of 
the 
tew remaining neutral markets. 
In 
tno great neutral markets of South 
and Central America—in which Amer- 
ican exporters are more than ever di- 
rectly interested—in Spain, 
and 
in 
other countries not actively involved 
in hostilities, German competition af- 
ter tho war will be particularly se- 
vere. 
At the present 
time 
German 
over-sea commerce Is reduced to prac- 
tically nothing. 
The German export 
ers, however, are endeavoring to keep 
touch with their foreign markets 


Sales managers and big executives 


to develop trip-hammer ideas. 


in 
and are doing everything they can to 
preserve their good 
will 
In 
those 
markets. 
In the neutral countries ot 
Scandinavia, 
the 
Netherlands, 
and 
Switzerland, Germany has continued 
to do a considerable export business 
Manufacturers in some lines, since the 
outbreak of the war, have paid spe- 
cial attention to these countries and 
have actually won a larger share ot 
the trade than they had before, be- 
cause of the difficulties those coun- 
tries have had In obtaining ample, 
prompt and regular shipments by wa- 
ter. 


"German 
exporters 
are 
already 
planning 
campaigns 
for 
extending 
their business In the Near East. Some 
of the German 
writers on 
foreign 
trade urge the advisability of making 
tho most of the German opportunities 
in that region and are pointing out 
that If sufficient energy wero bestowed 
on the development of Mesopotamia, it 
would become a second Egypt. 
They 
are pointing out that the thins for 
Germany to do is to establish so firm- 
ly in the countries to the east that in 
any 
future 
contingency 
Germany 
would have overland communication 
with big and flourishing markets and 
sources of supply for raw materials 
all the way east to the Persian gulf 
and the Red Sea. The German Levant 
banks are already there. 
Germany 
has already taken a hand in tho con- 
struction of railroads In tho 
Near 
East, and if the Germans can further 
irrigation and the growth of indus- 
tries In that section. Germany's future 
In world trade will be more secure. 
The Near East is apparently one ot 
the groat fields where competition will 
be keenest. 
"Among 
the 
preparations for the 
period following the war tho Interna- 
tional movements 
between Germany 
,ind Austria-Hungary are most inter- 
esting. 
In tho common cause of war 
the two empires have bean brought 
very close together, and It is felt 
generally that following tho war they

Bulgaria and Turkey, likewise, have 
been brought closer to the two great 
central powers by the war, and less 
clearly formulated efforts are being 
made to align them with Germany and 
Austria-Hungary when the war stops. 
"In looking to the future, the United 
States has many of the same problems 
as Germany ana the other warring na- 
tions. 
Like the German exporters, 
the American exporters have to face a 
period of sharp business competition 
in foreign countries such as, probably, 
has never before been met. 
In Ger- 
many the individual business man, all 
the local and great national associa- 
tions of business men, and the gov- 
ernment departments are 
even now 
strenuously occupied with the prob- 
lems that must be worked out. 
The 
American business men's associations 
and the government departments are 
alive to tlie importance of these mat- 
ters, and upon their individual and co- 
operative efforts through the coming 
critical years will depend in a large 
measure the nation's future in Inter- 
national commerce. 
"In the German commercial high 
schools at- the present time emphasis 
is more than ever being laid on the 
higher courses in preparation for for- 
eign trade. 
At the commerial high 
school in Berlin, for the winter sem- 
ester 1916-17, 115 separate courses of 
Instruction were offered. 
Of special 
Interest are the courses on tho gen- 
oral science of world trade; the politi- 
cal and economic organizations of the 
world war and their effect upon its 
operation; German co-operative organ- 
ization was a result of the war; coal and 
Iron; the economic chemistry of vege- 
table and.animal products; valuation, 
treatment, and utilization of grain and 
the establishment of grain elevators; 
the study of machinery; the commercial 
geography of France and Italy; eco- 
nomic conditions in 
Russia., Russian 
language; courses in French, Italian 
ami Spanish; elementary and advanced 
Turkish. 
"At the same time, that is, in ini6, 
in tho midst of the war, the University 
of Berlin was offering no less than 91 
courses of study especially referred to 
as 'preparing for commerce and indus- 
try.' 
There were in 
the 
curriculum 
specialized courses 
In 
world 
trade, 
commercial geography, and 
language 
courses in Dunish, Swedish, English, 
French, Italian, Spanish, Polish, Arabic. 
Kusnian and Turkish."

standardization of th£ hospitals of this 
continent. 
It Is to define what right 


hospital standards are, 
moral 
and 


scientific, and to determine how to put 
them more widely into effect.

Brad- 
ford, Dr. Charles E. Painter, Dr. John 
T. Bottomley, Or. Ernest A. Codman, 
Dr. Harvey Cushing-, Dr. Lincoln Davis. 
Dr. Fred B. Lund, Dr. Walter B. Lan- 
caster, Boston; Dr. Philemon E. Trites- 
dale, Fall River;

The aim of the standardization ia for 
the better welfare of patients. These 
are questions .to be answered: 
How 
can the profession o£ medicine pro- 
vide through hospitals the best scien- 
tific care to patients at a minimum 
cost? 
In what hospitals Is competent 


and honest service provided for all pa- 
tlants? 


The investigation will extend over a 
period of at least ten years. It will 
deal with such practical problems as 
the unnecessary surgical operation, the 
incompetent surgical operation, the di- 
vision of fees, the training of nurses 
and of internes, the equipment and use 
of clinical laboratories, and the keep- 
ing of case-records. 


As the investigation proceeds, the 
college will publish from time to time 
reports of Its work for wide distribu- 
tion. It will also publish lists of hos- 
pitals which are entitled to the confi- 
dence and good will of the public. Hos- 
pitals which are placed upon these lists 
are those in which all patients are giv- 
en thorough, competent and honest ser- 
vice. 
The Investigation Is hacked by 
more than 5500,000 contributed by the 
Fellows.

During the past year a general sur- 
vey of existing conditions in hospitals 
has been made. 
In this survey two 


significant facts developed: First, most 
hospitals are conscious of their 
de- 
ficiencies; second, most hospitals are 
striving to meet their deficiencies. The 
purpose of tho college now is not to 
injure this progress. 
It is rather to 
present to each hospital and its com- 
munity the clearest practical conclu- 
sions which a nation-wide investiga- 
tion may develop. It is to save life, 
to prolong life, to make for human 
happiness. 
It is to make all hospitals 
first-class. Hospital associations, med- 
ical societies, and hospital trustees have 
met the project with hearty co-opera- 
tion.

In reference to the need of addi- 


tion to the Bartlett grammar-school, 
it Is admitted 1liat more rooms are 
needed, but at the same time there 
are a great many people in this city 
who believe it would have been good 
policy to have postponed the building 
project for a year or two. 
Other ar- 


rangements could, have been made it 
seems, that would afford reasonable 
relief 
against 
overcrowding; 
but 


one or more members of tho munici- 
pal council appeared to be anxious to 
Btart something in the line of a build- 
ing project, and hence the haste with 
which the undertaking was rushed to 
tho letting of the contracts. 


The expense has been roughly set 


at $170,000, but if wo are to judge 
from past experience in such munici- 
pal projects it will cost at least ?200,- 
000 before it is finished. 
That 
sum 


should be sufficient to build as good 
and as large a grammar school as any 
city needs and yet we are to get only 
an addition to a school already large. 
The Pawtucket school, but a short 
distance from the Bartlett, has been 
enlarged so that it could easily ac- 
commodate an overflow from the lat- 
ter, but that mode 
of 
solving 
thti. 


problem did not-appeal -to. the . com- 
missioners. 


One 
of 
the 
commissioners 
is 


credited with an explanation of the 
undue haste with which the project 
was voted. 
It appears that a con- 


tractor, said to be one.of .Uie. lowest 
bidders, had gone ahead and in an- 
ticipation of getting the job purchas- 
ed a large quantity of material at the 
prevailing high prices. If the project 
were not put through at this time he 
is credited with saying he would TDG 
bankrupted. 
This, according to one 


of the commissioners, was one of the 
two reasons why a. majority of the 
council voted to go ahead with the 
^building. 
If this be ' true, 
and 
It 


comes from one of the commissioners 
who voted for the project, then the 
urgency of providing more accommo- 
dation at the Bartlett school was not 
entirely the deciding factor 
in 
the 


case. 
In other words tho interests 


of a contractor who said he had pur- 
chased material in advance seemed to 
influence, certain members in their de- 
cision. Why should any such consider- 
ation influence the aldermen in voting 
an expenditure of $170,000 or more, if 
temporary arrangements could have 
Ijeen made so as to postpone the work 
until the price of building material 
would be lower than at present? Is 
it a fact that the interests of a cer- 
tain contractor outweighed those of 
the city? 


Verily, It would appear so, if we 


are to believe the statement accred- 
ited to one of the commissioners in a 
published interview. 
If a contractor 


tells the municipal council that he has 
purchased the material1 with -which to 
construct a new school building,. . is 
that any reason why the said council 
should vote to build the school, espe- 
cially if it be-possible to-make tem-

arrangements .to

Railroad's war board, authorizes the 
following: 


Reports just compiled by the Rail- 


roads' war board indicate nationwide 
co-operation, on the part of the ship- 
pers in the railroads' 
campaign 
to 


make better use of 
existing 
freight 


cars in order to bp able the better 
to provide tho increased amount of 
freight service which the necessities 
of tho war have called for. 


The reports which come from rail- 
roads, shippers and shippers' 
associa- 
tions in all parts of thu country show 
that practically every commodity from 
coal and steel to food products, 
is 
being loaded in a way to eliminate 
waste space in the curs and thereby 
increase the number of cars available 
for shippers. 
It is estimated from these reports 
that during: the month of July savings 
in space were effected by the shippers 
which increased the number of cars 
available for freight traffic by practi- 
cally 120,000. 
Some conception of the efforts which 
o shippers are making to help the 
railroads in their canipaign to increase 
transportation efiiuiency and 
release 
cars that are essential to take care of 
the increased Kovernment and com- 
mercial traffic, may be gleaned from 
the following facts taken from the re- 
ports sent to the commission on car 
service from various parts of tho coun- 
try:In New Orleans, sugar, -which was 
formerly loaded to only fifty per cent 
of the capacity of the cars, is now 
being loaded from one hundred to one 
hundred and 
thirteen 
per 
cent 
of 
marked capacity. 
The loading of coffee lias also in- 
creased in the New Orleans district, 
from fifty per cent of the full capacity 
of the car.s to as -high as eighty-six 
per cent. 
At Libby, Montana, a lumber com- 
pany which in July, 191G. loaded on 
ait average of 22,!i(iS feet of lumber per 
car, in July, this year increased the 
average loading to 26,383 feet, an in- 
crease o£ more than fifteen per cent 
per car. 
A rubber company in 
the 
middle 
west which averaged 1600 Ibs. of tires 
to the car before the campaign for in- 
tensive loading began, is now load- 
ing 32,000 Ibs. of tires to tho car. 
A salt company in Kansas 
is now 
loading cars to 110 per cent of their 
marked capacity; an increase of more 
than 20 per cent over its performance 
last year. 
An iron company in New Vork state 
that formerly loaded pig iron to 90 
per cent of the marked capacity of 
its cars increased its loading to ]07.2 
per cent during the period July 15th 
to July 31st. inclusive.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Considera- 


tion oC tho largest single financial bill 
in the history of the United States, 
the $11,538,945,000 war bond and cer- 
tificate proposal was begun today by 
the house ways and means committee. 
Differences in tho committee centered 
around the proposal to lax the issues, 
and with this cleared up it appeared 
that passage would be expedited. 
As drafted by Secretary MeAdoo and 


laid before the committee the meas- 
ure would authorize the issuance of 
57,538,915,000 worth of bonds to meet 
allied loans and $2,000,000,000 worth 
of certificates of indebtedness and war 
savings certificates, respectively, to dis- 
charge other obligations not designat- 
ed. 
All would draw 4 per cent, ini 
tercst and bo subject only to super- 
taxes and war profits and excess prof-i 
its taxes. 


Substitute taxation proposals over a 


wide range, including a straight levy 
oC (i per cent, on the interest returns 
and tho flat income tax. 


General discussion of tho war flnanc-i 


ing- situation will bo indulged in with 
a view to evolving a definite plan for 
possible future issues. The converti- 
bility feature, brought to the fore by) 
the provision of the present bill to per-! 
mit exchange of previous three and a; 
half per cent, war authorization for 
the new issue, is expected to causo 
much debate.

meeting on Boston common at which 
he said, prominent 
speakers 
would 


"tell of conditions 
existing- in this 


country that will cause everybody 
to 


sit up and take notice." 
Larger employers and 
manufactur- 


ers, he said, "arc doing many things 
that prevent both the workers and the 
government from 
getting 
a 
square 


deal, and despite our protests they, re- 
fuse to give us justice. 
"Everything under the sun is being 


tried by some of these supposed 
pa- 
triots to break down the standard of 
wages and living conditions of 
the 


American 
workingman 
and 
woman, 
now that their patriotic 1)1 jft is being 
called they are attempting to beat us 
by importing workers 
to 
take 
our 


places. 
"The principal offender in this 
re- 


spect is the Amercian Woolen Co., the 
oflicials of which, 1 am . reliably 
In- 


formed, have arranged for the bring- 
ing of COO girls and women from Por- 
to Rico to work in the mills at Law- 
rence, who. will be placed side by side 
with American girls 
to learn 
their 
way of working and later tako 
their 


places at tho looms. 
"This 
information 
has 
passed 


among the workers in that city 
and 


many meetings of tho mill 
men 
and 


women have been held in 
secret, 
to 


discuss the situation. 
From what 
I 
have been told, the men and 
women 


who went without food, und in many 
cases shelter, during the cold ^winter 
of 1912, when they walked out of tho 
mills as a demonstration against con- 
ditions bordering on slavery, have de- 
clared themselves as being very much 
opposed to the importing of any labor 
to take thf Ir. jobs. 
"It is the worktngman and 
woman 
who is bearing the brunt of Ibis fight 
across the water, and they are In that 
fight to the end, but I will say 
now 


they will light the unjust employers In 
this country just as hard as they will 
fight 
the 
Germans. Austnans 
and 
Turks unless an end comes 
soon 
to 
this exploiting of the

man 


and woman."
